deep in mud and water in some 
places, a correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press today plowed through 
one of the most pitiable thorough- 
ares oT devastation—the region ex- 
tending from North 
Main 
street 


along West Fourth, and along the 
Santa Fe tracks to the West Fourth 
street bridge across the Arkansas 
river. The greater part of the re- 
gion was inhabited by foreigners 
and1 was practcally wiped out by 
the flood. 
Today many of the former resi- 


dents were digging in ruins ot their 
homes in the hope of recovering 
a table, a stove, some bedding, or a- 
sewing machine. And as some of 
them were digging, their shovels 
would strike human bodies. 


In foreign languages the homeless 


ones told the correspondent their 
tales of almost unbelievable mis- 
fortune.
